8ST. CHAD'S WELL REDISCOVERED 


NOTHER interesting link with the 
past is brought to light by the 
recent discovery of the exaet 

spot where lies St. Chad's Well, once 
a famous chalybeate spring in King’s 
Cross. In the eighteenth century people 
came here to drink the waters, which 
were supposed to be especially useful 
in cases of dropsy, scrofula and liver 
complaints. Gradually, like all fash 
ionable spas, St. Chad’s was deserted, 
and residential houses, then warehouses 
were erected on the site of the well, 

A few days ago the builders in lay 
ing the foundations for a new structure 
in Gray’s Inn road discovered an areb 
some twenty feet underground, and this 
has been identified as forming part of 
the old well. From the arch to a spot 
thirty yards away stretched the watere 
once famous for their medicinal proper 
ties, It has been asscertained that the 
spring still exists, and it would be de 
cidedly worth while to have the water 
analyzed and find whether it still retaine 
its pristine virtues,

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The War Clouds Over Thibet and 


Danger of Their Bursting 


ECENT news from Tibet has been 
of a disturbing character, says 
the Sphere. It was first reported 

that the Tibetans were likely to cause 
trouble on the trade routes into that 
country owing to the British Govern- 
ment not having replaced the Dalai 
Lama in Lhasa. Later news from Dar- 
jeeling, where the Dalai Lama still con- 
tinues to stay, says that Tibetan trad- 
ers there ridicule the Chinese suggestion 
of danger to British trade agencies, The 
Tibetaus, they say, continue to enter- 
tain feelings of gratitude towards the 
British and still hope that the latter 
will assist them in expelling the Chi- 
nese, whom they consider their arch 
enemies, They contrast the British in- 
vasion, which respected the Tibetan re- 
ligion, with the conduct of the Chinese 
in Eastern Tibet, who burn the monas- 
terics, sacred books and images, Above 
all, the Tibetans resent the Chinese at- 
tack on the Dalai Lama, The Chinese 
are stated to be finding difficulty in get 
ting rations and are realizing the 
strength of Tibetan passive resistance, 
It is understood that the Linsha Khen- 
chen, the officiating head of the Tibetan 
Government, has been imprisoned and 
sentenced to death for refusing to ap- 
prove the Chinese policy, but that the 
sentence has not been carried out, 

The main road between Lhasa and 
India is closed to Tibetan officials and 
trade is greatly disturbed, The officials 
are traveling via Nepal, Khambajong 
and Bhutan. 

A few days ago a highly important 
Tibetan deputation arrived at Darjeel 
ing, the members of whieh stated that 
the Chinese, finding the plan of replae- 
ing the Dalai Lama impossible, request. 
ed them to bring him back, but it is not 
likely that he will return without a 
pledge from Peking regarding the safe 
ty of himself and the ministers, 

Those who have made no special study 
of Asiatic conditions have been pitzzled 
by many features of the internal econ: 
oiny of Tibet. Many of these difficulties 


will be made clear by the historical 
chapters in Lieut. Colonel Waddell’s 
‘* Lhasa and its Mysteries,”’ published 


by Mr. Murray. ‘This in brief is the 
story which the author tells of the rise 
of the curious priest kings of Tibet. — 
Seizing advantage of an invasion 
and the waning power of the Sakya 
pope, an ambitious high priest of the 
vigorous young rival sect of Lama, the 
‘*yvellow caps,'’ or so-called ** virtuous 
order,"’ snatched the temporal rule out 
ef the hands of the ‘*red caps.’’ Him 
self of a princely family, he persuaded 
his patron, the Tartar prince, Gushi 
Khan, to overthrow by an armed force 
the Sakya pontif! and to raise him to 
the kingship instead, In return for this 


favor Gushi and his “siiccessors “Tere 
made military commanders at Lhasa 


with the title of ‘‘kings,’’ whilst the 
de facto king and absolute monarch 
wis this yellow-cap high priest. Mis 
surname was ‘* Vast as the Ocean’? (in 
Tibetan, Gyatsho, which in the Mongol 
language of his Tartan patron is ** Da. 
lai’’); hence came the title of ** Dalai 
Lama’? (or vulgarly **'Ta le’’), by 
which the priest kings of Lhasa are best 
known to Buropeans, The first Dalai 
Lama was not‘known to the Tibetans as 
such but as ‘'the Precious Protector,’’ 
or ‘* Victorious Lord.’’ On gaining the 
throne he visited the Manchu Emperor 
of China, who had just overthrown the 
Ming dynasty, and offering: him his feal 
ty was confirmed in the sovereignty of 
Tibet, 

This Tibetan Cardinal Wolsey, the 
first of the pope kings or sovereign Di 
lai Lamas of Lhasa, was named ** Lob 
wang the Hloquent.’’ Ile was a born 
diplomatist, and the most masterful fig 
ure Which has ever passed across the 
stage of Tibetan history, It was he, 
us far as Licut,Colonel Waddell could 
ascertain, Who invested himselt and his 
successors With the halo of divine origin 
and a supernatural ancestry in order to 
consolidate his rule and secure firmer 
hold upon the superstitions reverence of 
the poor Tibetans, : 

The manner in which he contrived to 
do this seems to have been as rollows: 
He was the fifth of the series of ehiet 
abbots of the new yellow capped order 
ef celibate Lamas who had adopted for 
their high priest, or chiet abbot, Budd 
ha’s tithe of ‘'the Victor _or **Con 
queror of Life,”’ Mor these five genera 
tions of abbots the succession had been 
regulated on the fietion of supposed re 
incarnation of the spirit of the first ab 
bot, who on dying wis believed to be 
immediately reborn again and again in 
to the world in the body of a newly born 
infant for the good of his mouustery 
and his order of yellow caps, 

Availing himself of the 1 
theory that he himself was a reinearna 
tion bf the first abbot, this new Grand 
Lama enlarged the theory on the prin: 
eiple of the divine right of kings to rule

In this way this Dalai Lama converg- 
ed upon himself the most popular 
legends and traditions of the Tibetans 
and appropriated the most popular of 
all the mystic spelis, ‘‘Om! ma-ni pad- 
me Hung!’’ On these lines he con- 
structed for himself a  supernatral 
genealogical tree, and to prove its truth 
he ‘‘discovered’’ a bo-k of ‘‘revela- 
tions’’ in which all this was purported 
to have been written down prophetical- 
ly 1,000 years before by King Strongt- 
san Gampo himself. 

Supported by such convincing proof 
the majority of the poor Tibetans, 
priests and laity, immediately accepted 
the supernatural origin and character 
which the crafty Dalai Lama ascribed 
to himself, Those incredulous lamas of 
the other rival sects who dared to refuse 
to accept this story were cruelly killed 
at the sword’s point by this unserupv 
lous despot posing as the earthly in 
carnation of the gentle Buddha, and 
their monasteries were forcibly convert 
ed into convents of the now dominant 
State Church, the yellow-cap order, The 
Jesuit, Greuber, who visited Lhasa at 
this time, about 1656 A.D., calls this 
draconian Buddhist monk ‘that devil 
ish God-the-Father who puts to death 
such as refuse to adore him,’’ And so 
this fiction of the priest god at Lhasa 
invoked by the mystic ‘Om! ma-ni pad 
nie Hung!’’ has continued up till now. 


BEHIND THE SCENES AT THE 
BRUSSELS FIRE 


VERY great disaster in which hu 
man-kind is concerned is sure to 
furnish examples of heroism 

which stand out in vivid contrast to the 
temper of the confused and panic 
stricken crowd, Though there were few 
caustalities in the disastrous fire whieh 
recently overwhelmed the Belgian and 
British sections of the Brussels EExposi 
tion, pluck and daring were not lack 
ing—-even in the brief time which rash 
of the flames afforded, A correspondent 
of the London Daily Chronicle reports 
the experience of some of the oftieials 
in charge of the British seetion, As 
soon as the Belgian section was threat 
ened they had brought out the hose, but 
the pressure was sadly inadequate, ** All 
that we eould obtain,’’ said one of the 


oflicials, ‘*was a tiny stream whieh re | 


sembled that made by a ehild’s toy 
squirt, "’ 

In fifteen minutes the roof of the Bel 
gian section fell in and the whole plaice 
was gutted, It was appalling! The 
rour of the flames was terrible! They 
simply leapt towards the British Pavil 
ion, and encireled it greedily, We all 
wate an Teh for the office aud set about 
suving the papers aud documents stored 
in the archives. It was trying and peril 
ous work, 

As we traversed the building from 
the office to the exit doors with our 
arms full of documents, glass from the 
windows began to fall in showers, and 
the electric light wires, which were 
burnt through, fell across our path with 
a fizzling sound, Everybody was in 
danger of being electrocuted as well as 
burnt. Then the roof began to show 
sigus of going, and we had to flee for 
our lives after contriving to save a few 
armfuls of papers, 

Among others who stayed by to hel; 
was Mrs, Balaam, the wife of the Brit 
ish necountant, She was in the oftice 
at the moment the fire broke out, The 
crowd in terror stampeded wildly from 
the grounds, but Mrs, Balaum preferred 
the danger, 

At the first sign of danger Mr, Ba 
lanin begged his wife to tly, but the 
brave woman absolutely refused — te 
leave her husband's side and, undaunt 
ed by the onward rush of the thames 
she set about saving the office etfeet> 
and papers with the employees, She 
was the last to eseape, and got safely 
out, with her toilette ruined and her 
face blackened by the smoke, Every 
one in the British section speaks in un 
qualified terms of praise of the splendid 
example of heroism shown by this hug 
lishwoman, who untlinechingly looked 
death in the face, 

The brave fight made against the fire 
on Sunday night in the British seetio: 
is us fine a record of bravery as ean be 
found anywhere in our country’s an 
nals, After the five attendants, with 
the inadequate water supply, had found 
it impossible to stay the udvanee of the 
(flames, they set about saving the econ 
tents of the art furniture seetion, They 
dragged out one valuable tapestry, and
